HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE.

(lentlemen : 

I have The honor to submit herewith report of ihe run- 
dittos, management ami progress of i Ho Florida llospilal , 
for 1lie Insane, with data showing disbursements ami 
movement of population for the biennial period begin- 
ning January 1. 1915, ami ending December 31, VMH. 

During the period covered by ihis reporl an unusually 
large nnmbev of admissions have been reeeired at Hie 
instil u I ion. I taring ihe year lf»15 there were <i~i7 admfa 
sions ami in llHCi there were iifi:* ad missions. 

There were present in the Hospital Jan nary I. 1915, 
1. :'.:{(> patients ,aml rm January 1. 1916, 1.417. There weir 
present on the :!lst day of UeeemU-r. 1916, 1 . 1 SJ patients. 

During (he year HUG (here were 570 deallis, discharges 
ami furloughs. Daring the year 1916 there were 417 
deaths, discharges and furloughs. 

The average monthly population for ltiin was I.:'77 
ami for 1916 l .45:1. The percentage of deaths and di* 
eharges may he found by reference to ihe proper (aides. 

The genera] heal Hi of the institution has been good. 
We have been free from epidemics and have bail mi cause 
for alarm in tin* gen real health (if otn- patients, 

As stated in a previous report, I here have been emu 
in it ted to this institution during the past two years a 
large number of very old and enfeeble*! persons, a large 
percentage of whom are suffering from some chronic ami 



incurable disease at Hie time of their admission. The 
most we can do for a large |jercentage of ihis class is to 
take care of them and endeavor to alleviate their suffer- 
ings until the end. It very often happens that this class 
of patients die in from one day to three months after ad- 
mission. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The total cost of maintenance is increasing with each 
Mar, and of necessity it must be so. The increase in the 
number of patients and the greatly increased prices in all 
kinds of wearing material, and groceries of all kinds, as 
well as all kinds of material for repair work in our sev- 
eral different departments, adds a great deal to the gen- 
eral cost of maintenance, ahove the normal increase on 
account of new admissions. By reference to Tables Nos 
1-A and 1-B, the monthly cost will be found for mainten- 
ance, as well as the total cost for the years VStlS and 1916. 
It will lie noted that the average cost per mouth for the 
year 1916, exclusive of improvements, is *1 7,11 per month 
and for the year 101(1 .tin.fio per month. 

The general maintenance fund for the next two years 
will, of necessity, have to be considerably more than for 
the past two. The number of patients will, without doubt, 
continue io increase, and the very unsettled condition of 
the market on all commodities, with a tendency to higher 
prices, leaves us without anything like a stable basis for 
an estimate. 

EMPLOYMENT OF PATIENTS. 

As staled in oor last biennial l-eporl, it is well recog- 
nized that the proper management and discipline of the 
insane- with suitable employment, which affords mental 
recreation and physical exercise, adds materially to their 
welfare and aids in no small degree in their restoration. 
And the employment of all patients, so far as practic- 
al ile. has been encouraged and carried ou1. With the 



male patients, they assist on the farm, track garden, 
hauling coal, at the dairy barn, making mattresses, kee]>- 
iug the grounds in order and assisting in keeping the 
male wards, and do many other minor things about the 
institution. The white women assist very materially iu 
keeping up the white female department, and also assist 
in the sewing room, where thousands of garments are 
made every year. Many of these patients do embroidery 
and fancy sewing, which occupies a good part of their 
time. It might not be amiss just here to say tliat this 
institution was awarded a certificate by the American 
Medico- Psychological Association at its seventy -second 
meeting, held in New Orleans in April of ltMfl. upon iis 
exhibit before that association of embroidery work done 
by patients of this Hospital. The colored female patients 
assist in taking care of their department, and about thir- 
ty-five are daily engaged in assisting at the laundry, where 
they render valuable service in carrying on the work of 
this department. 

QfPKOVKMKXTB AND TIEPAIRS. 

Since our lust biennial report there have been a few 
improvements to our institution, but not all that w<< 
would like to have seen. Of necessity, where there is the 
continuous wear and tear that there is iu an institution 
of this kind, many repairs are continually having to be 
made, and we have kept them up as well as the mean* at 
our hands would permit. 

DAISY. 

Since onr last rcjiort a modern dairy ham has been 
erected, with capacity for seventy-two cows. This barn 
is thoroughly sanitary and is an improvement that has 
been needed for several years. Onr dairy hen! consists 
of 56 cows, 31 heifers, 2 males and 6 calves. Having 
erected a dipping vat several years ago, it is onr custom 
to dip this dairy herd at regular intervals.

The Legislature of 1913 made appropriation nut of I he 
hinds of (lie State Board of Health for the building and 
equipping of a pathological laboratory for iliis institu- 
tion. Tli is building, owing to the numerous other tiling 
iv(|iiiml lo be done, is jusi now Hearing completion. It 
will be ready for occnpuucy within a rery abort lime, aad 
wilt in- a very important addition to the Hospital, ami 
will a ill our medical si all very greatly in its work.

.Many years ago a sew it system was installed fur the 
institution, adequate at that time for the limited number 
Of inmates, Inn ihe continued increase of our pnpuhiHou 
has outgrown the capacity <>f our mains ami thus caused 
frequent stoppages ami breaks, involving expense for re- 
pairs and dau-ger to liealth. During Ihe past year a new 
system has been constructed of four times the former 
Capacity, embracing a, drop manhole equipment, whereby 
i lie velocity How From manhole in manhole is maintained 
a) Ihe uniform rate of l!Tii feel pet- minute. Mie hetler to, 
[rem it ihe movement of all foreign substances from Ihe 
sewer. The main trunk line was carried snnih i>> a dis- 
tant fielil, well Baited for l lie installation of a septic tank 
and filtering beds, from which the eftlueni can readily 
empty into 'a constantly Sowing branch of the Apalnchi- 
cola River. The septic tank and littering heds have not 
lni'ii installed, lull should Ik> al an early dale. 

WATint WORKS AND WATKR SIIM'LV. 

The water supply for the i list it a lion is provided front 
two sources, first from springs for drinking purposes, 
whieh so far have proven ample for our needs, hut with 
such a large comnniuHy lo provide for, if any failure 
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should oreur the Cniisfiqernrr won hi be Per) set rioo*. Ami 
4ih artesian wells in Mil* vicinity have proven RtteceMsfMl 
in providing nniple pare water, il would seem very drsir 

able ilia i another source of supply be provided ti.v the 
drilling of an artesian well. 

Tin* oilier wafer supply for the Hospital is inkeu front 
a creek about a mile distant, where a loii[* lime ago a 
liiulM'i' utiil ('iii-ili (lam was pul iit. Imt had broken and 
almost Inn-omen thing of ihe past The water laain. lead- 
ing friiiii there to ihe Institution wan ton small for Ihe 
volume of w:iler required, and the fuel necessary in over- 
coine Hie loss tine (o friction in the pipe alone has cost, so 
I am informed, one and eight-tenths il>> Ions of coal 
per day. 

Daring thepusl year a new concrete tlnui hits been built 

and a larger water pipe laid. At ihe dam (aroint! waier 
wheels have been provided, so ihm the water can i«- 
pumped by water power for such time a* i lie supply of 
water is adequate. There will also lie :i boiler for Hie 
pnrpeaeof pumping iliis water by steam power, ami then' 
will also he electric motors connected to wires from ihe \ 
central power plain as another mentis of pumping water 
i<> the institution. New pumps are being installed, ol the 
triplex pattern, which will not only supply Hie large 
quantity of water for domestic purposes, hut which will 
Ik* capable of affording adequate tire protection, "»r 
elevaleil tanks being scarcely high eaoogfa to force water 
wijli any pressure uu tup of the wain buildings, an Inde- 
pendent pipe line fm lire protection is being ran and 
hose hydrants set ill all convenient places.

Oar present steam plant has become inadequate for the 
needs of the institution, together with the fart that the 
constant straining of Ihe hollers has lnonght Ihetn lo 
where the boiler inspectors have cm down our allow aide 
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pressure to less ihan what is required. I would mosi 
earnestly request that provision be made for installing a 
new power and steam plant as laid out by tlie State's "En- 
gineer, 

ICE PLANT AND TOLD STORAGE. 

The ice plant, which is of five-ton capacity, has here- 
tofore been able to furnish a reasonable supply of ice for 
the institution and provide a minimum amount of cold 
storage for our fresh meats. The told storage room is old 
and not capable of lieing crowded. I would suggest tlin + 
a new ten-ton ice plant, with ample cold storage room. 
b<* provided for in connection with the new power plant. 

LAUNDRY. 

Our laundry as it is today, with the exception of a new 
mangle, was built and equipped at a time when (here 
were less than one thousand inmates. Now we have some 
fifteen hundred patients: therefore, it can readily be 
.seen that this department is not adequate to the needs of 
the institution. The laundry building in not in very 
good condition, the walls having sprung out of true, and 
not being large enough should be rebuilt, which can be 
done in a large measure by using the old brick from the 
wall and building formerly used for a nowder magazine. 
This, together with more equipment, should be added to 
the laundry in order that Hie work <>f this department 
may be carried on properly. , 

RECEITIKG HOSPITAL. 

The Receiving Hospital building which was elected by 
contract, and which has been in use for a little over two 
years, has been a great aid in the proper care of I lie sick. 
This building, however, does not seem to have heen con- 
structed in as good manner as it should have been and it 
has necessitated us owning up one end of the roof and 
bracing it properly to prevent a sagging which had l>egun. 
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TUIIKUCULOBIS BUILDING. 

The Tuberculosis Ituildiiifr which was in course of con 
si ruction at the time of our last report was completed 
am] pot into o iteration in October, IMS. This build in £ 
is 20S feet in length, one story in height and will accom- 
modate thirty patients comfortably. It is modern in all 
its appointment and is without doubt one of the beet 
tuberculosis buildings in the country. The addition of 
111 is colony to our institution is one of the greatest im 
provements that we have made. When funds are avail- 
able if is our desire to have a similar building for entered 
tuberculosis subjects. 

KITCHEN AND DINING-ROOM. 

This department is one of great importance to any in- 
stitution and should be thoroughly cfjuipped with mean*) 
n| perfect sa ni tii lion and cleanliness. Our dining-rooms 
are screened and kept in a very cleanly condition, tiiir 
kitchen, while kepi in a cleanly condition, should have 
the present cement Hoor replaced with one of tile and 
; lion Id have additional (ijnipnieni. We are greatly in 
need of new cooking ranges and steam cookers and dish- 
\\ ashing machine. 

BUNGALOW FOR DK, SPIERS. 

A liitKleni six room bungalow has been erected for the 
use of Dr. W. 11. Spiers, who was added to the medical 
staff of the institution during the month of September. 
1916. This cottage was erected from In in bet* made at the 
institution, and the work done by our regular employes. 

GROUNDS. 

We have changed the white men's recreation yard to :i 
place where we have a more perfectly even surface and 
plenty of shade. This yard is large enough for those who 
so desire t<> have a place to play baseball. 
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GEKCEKAL. 

our first eara is the welfare and comfort of our pa- 
tients. It has been our constant aim and effort lei see 
that they are treated kindly, given proper ami plenty of 
wholesome food and made com fori able in tlieir several 
wards. Id a large measure this is accomplished, but 
willi the very limited means at onr band we have neces- 
sarily had to be very cautions in all onr expenditures. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

As stated in onr last biennial report, "Those who are 

afflicted in mind, and oft times in body, should at all 

limes have the thoughtful consideration of (lie more 

fortunate memhers of society, and especially is this irne 

of those in whose rare lliey are placed. This not only 

in their necessary rare and treatment, lint also in those 

things whirh make for their pleasure and enjoyment, to 

ihe end that the clouds which shadow their unfortunate 

estate niav. at least, now and then, be pierced bv a rav 
^ ... 

of sunshine ami pleasure. In an endeavor to give onr 
patients as inuHi pleasure and amnsement as possible, 
we have a dance eaeh week; give occasional amateur 
theatricals during the winter mouths: have a band and 
orchestra, ihe members of which are employes of the in- 
sit nation, and have one own moving picture outfit and 
give the patients a lour reel show once each week. Re- 
ligions services are held four times each monih. ami Ihe 
patients, so far as practicable, are la ken outside the in- 
xituution for walks ami recreation each week." 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In offering the following recommendations, I am not 
unmindful of the fact that the normal current cx[>enses 
of ill is institution are unite large and that there are other 
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institutions maintained by the Slate I but none mora lin 
I mi' in ii i or more worthy of the careful consideration « ► i 
our legislative body) thai have to be provided tor, ami 
nil funds appropriated for the maintenance of these in- 
stil lit ions are rained l»y taxation, tmt. Iiclieving thai voitr 

1 arable body wilt, m far as von deem expedient, pro 

ride for out unfortunates everythiag that will add it* 
l heir comfort and welfare ;itid make for the |»ernmiii'nl 
good of the institution, the following iirtditioaii and im 
proveraeata are recommended : 

IN1MSTIUU, 111 M.IHXU. 

1 would recommend the construction of a building to 
he useil as an industrial building, of sufuricn) si/.c lit pro- 
vide for I )ir carrying OS of industrial pursuits for as 
many as one hundred patients at a lime. In this building 
equipment could In- provided fur the making Of basket*, 
paper bags, door mats, straw ha is. lirimms and mnnv 
other articles, as well as all kinds of fancy sewing. 

It is a well recognized faci that the em|do\ nieul "f the 
insane is a very strong factor iu restoring the mind to a' 
normal condition. To properly carry on this reed urn 
tional work it would he nocessnrv to have n trained per 
son in this line to have chaise oT this depart mini, 

M ItSKs' II OMB. 

Two \enrs BgO I recommended tin- erection of a build 
ing lo Ik- used as a nurses* home, | again recommend the 
erection of such ■ I. nililiug. provident -there is no pro 
\ision made by the next session of the Legislature for 
another Hospital for the Insane. If, however, the Ley is 
lattire provides for the erection of another Hospital for 
Hie Insane, at some central point in the Btafe, and a 
division of our patients is made, at least to the j»oini 
where we are not so overcrowded, 1 believe that we could 
avoid building a nnrses' home here by setting apart a 
certain part of a building in each of the four departments 
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to be used as the nurses' quartets. I feel that those who 
labor from 5 :30 in the morning until 6:30 at night should 
when off dnty have a suitable place for recreation and 
sleep. Also, the going in and out of the buildings at 
night is more or less disturbing to the patients. 

STOREROOM. 

The storeroom should be removed from its present site 
and a new storeroom erected adjacent to the central 
kitchen. This would eliminate the necessity for hauling 
the supplies from the storeroom in a wagou and also 
enable us to only issue the amount of supplies that are 
needed for each meal, instead of issuing a whole day's 
supplies at one time. The moving of the storeroom 
from where it is now would also add much to the apjwar- 
ance of the main part of the institution, as it is now lo- 
cated nearly in front of the main building for the white 
female patients. 

RE.UUXU ROOMS A SB LIBHARY. 

Owing to the overcrowded condition of our institution, 
we have no place that, we can set apart to be used as 
leading rooms and for library purposes. There should 
be provided suitable rooms for this purpose. Many pa- 
tients like to read, but at present they can only do so in 
the general day rooms and in the pavilions, where there 
is more or less confusion. 

PAINTING. 

There should be provided ample means for painting all 
our buildings, both inside and out. All metal roofs are 
now needing a thorough painting. Most all day rooms 
and halls are needing paint. 

SCREENS. 

Provision should be made for screening all outside 
openings in our buildings at as early a date as practic- 
able. 
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NEW STATE HOSPITAL. 

Eol lowing up my recomineudatiou of two years ago, I 
again most earnestly recommend the erection of another 
State Hospital for the Insane. Our present institution 
is far overcrowded at this time. In our white mate 
departmeut we are now having to use a part of the ml 
ored male building to take rare of about sixty white men. 
However, this building is so constructed as to have the 
section used for white men entirely separate and apart 
from the colored male patients. In our white female de 
partment we are haviug to use our sitting or day rooms 
for sleeping rooms. In the colored female department 
we are having to place a number of beds in the ha 11k. 1 n 
the colored male department we have enough room for 
those present at this time, if there was none of the space 
in i Iiis building taken up by the white men. But with 
the white men using a part of this building, it prevents 
the colored men from having any regular sitting or day 
rooms. So it can readily be seen that one of two things 
will have to be done: Either there must he another in- 
stitution erected or more buildings provided at this in- 
stitution. For several reasons I deem the building of a 
new institution the wiser course to pursue. To begin 
with, the original buildings at this institution were con- 
structed for military purposes rather than for a hospital. 
The location of the buildings was not made with a view 
for hospital purposes and those buildings that have been 
erected during the past twelve years have necessarily had 
to be located as best they could be with reference to the 
other buildings. Hence, we have an institution without 
any definite plan for its future growth, without any uni- 
formity as to its different departments, and so arranged 
and constructed as to not permit of us having sufficient 
recreation grounds for our patients ; and, should addi- 
tional buildings be erected here for the housing of our 
patients, it would necessarily take from our already ton 
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limited space. Again, located as we are in the western 
section of the State, the coat of transporting patients in 
and from Die institution amounts to quite a targe sum, 
as a very large percentage of ail missions come from the 
eastern and southern sections nf t he State. Also, the 
i lis I a nee is so great ami the expense BO much I hat rela- 
tives of patients who eome from South Florida 1 who 

are mil in fairly {rood circumstances can not afford to 
visit i hem. Again, the land connected with tliis instftu- 
tion is mi broken and uneven that it can not he farmed 
successfully to any great extent. 

Willi a new instil at ion provided for in sonic central 

l»irti f the State upon a tract of land sufficiently 

large to permit of a systematic laying out of all necessary 
building*, and recreation grounds and with .sufficient 
land to carry on a considerable farm ami truck garden. 
would, in mv opinion, lie more in keeping with the rapid 
progress and growth of oor State, and meet the demands 
for the inking care of our unforinnate snlijccts. than the 
adding of other buildings to this institution. Should 
your Honorable Hoard recommend ihe election of an- 
other Hospital for the Insane, and the Legislature make 
provision therefor, it will give us pleasure to assist in 
any way jiossihle in the proper planning and arranging 
of all mat lets pertaining thereto. 

AIM MNH'IflATIONS. 

\Yith ihe present unscilled condition of juices and nil 
lending upward, it is iinpossilile to make an accurate 
estimate ot the amount that will 1k> necessary to maiiilaiu 
the Hospital during the next two years. I recommend 
the following appropriations:

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Fur the year 1918, general maintenance 300,000.00 

First six months, 1919, general maintenance. . 165,000.00 
For painting a ud general repairs and improve- 
ments 30,000.00

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CHIEF PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

Supt, Florida Hospital for Insane, 
Sir: 

I have the honor to transmit herewith my biennial re- 
port for the period covering the years 1915 and 1916, with 
the usual satistical tables and such suggestions and 
recommendations as relate to the improvement and oper- 
ation of the medical department of the institution, and 
the further comfort and walfare of its inmates. In mak- 
ing the suggestions above intimated it has been my policy 
to limit myseif to strictly medical matters as far as pos- 
sible, except in those instances where it is evident that 
medical and administrative matters cannot well be sep- 
arated, as far instance, in the matter of the kitchen, where 
the medical department is chiefly concerned in its sani- 
tary condition and the proper preparation of the pa- 
tient's food. Other instances will be apparent as the re- 
port proceeds,

On September 1, 1016, I became Chief Physician by or- 
der of the Honorable Board of Commissioners of State In- 
stutitions, following the resignation of the former chief, 
Dr. R. 3tf. Greene. The Chief Physician is at present ac- 
tively in charge of the colored female department. I>r. H- 
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Mason Smith became FirBt Assistant Physician. He is in 
charge of the colored male department. Dr. W. Marion 
Bevis was appointed Second Assistant Physician and re- 
ported for duty on August 1 ? 1916, He is charged with the 
care and operation of the white female department. The 
urgent need of another physician being made known, the 
Honorable Board of Commissioners of State Institutions 
appointed W. H. Spiers, who ranks as Third Assistant 
Physician, and reported for duty on September 1, 1916. 
He is in charge »>f the white male department. This last 
appointment gives one medical officer for each depart- 
ment in the institution. This is a condition long desired. 
Heretofore, the medical officer who had charge of the 
white female department was compelled to also take over 
the care of the colored female department, resulting in 
his having to perform twice as much work than was per- 
formed iu any other department with the" inevitable re- 
sult that the work coold not be done properly, as haste 
had to be exercised to go daily over the two departments. 
At present the work is as nearly evenly balanced as it is 
possible to be, one medical officer having charge of one 
department only. 

The Medical Staff is at present working harmoniously 
and efficiently, and it is hoped that with the near appoint- 
ment of a Pathologist in sight, still greater efficiency will 
be obtained through the complete systematizing of the 
labors that have to be performed together with the scien- 
tific investigation of disease, such as is possible only with 
the aid of a well -equipped laboratory and a competent 
patohlogist. 

NURSING STAFF. 

The operation of the Receiving Hospital is in charge of 
Miss Minnie Kruger, R. N,, under the direction of the 
medical staff. It is her duty to see that the directions of 
the medical officers relative to the care and treatment of 
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the sick and newly admitted patients are properly car- 
ried out by the attendant nursing staff. She is also 
charged with the care of the operating room, to assist in 
and prepare for all surgical operations, prepare and 
sterilize all needed dressing, etc., and is also the dietitian 
of the Receiving Hospital. As such it is her duty to see 
that all patients receive their food properly cooked and 
with special reference to their illnesses. Miss Kruger 
has performed all these duties to the entire satisfaction 
of the medical staff. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Ehrheart is in eharge of the Tuberculo- 
sis Ward and has' given equal satisfaction in the care and 
management of this department.

CONSULTING STAFF. 

The Consulting Staff is at present composed of the be- 
low named members of the Medical Profession, who, ac- 
cording to the stipulations under which they serve, agree 
to make regular visits to the institution every four months 
(or oftener if called). Their reoumeration consists of 
being reimbursed for their actual traveling expenses. It 
is the duty of the Consulting Staff to perform such oper- 
ation as require special skill and knowledge, and with 
this end in mind, only well known specialists are re- 
quested to be appointed. The Consulting Staff has at ail 
times been ready and willing to promptly respond to ;ui\ 
extra calls from the institution, many times at personal 
sacrifices to themselves. Their services, both aggregate 
and individual, have been of the greatest benefit to the 
inmates of the institution, and have by far exceeded in 
value the expenses incurred by their trips to Chatta- 
hoochee.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

The general health of the institution has been very good 
for the past two years. Vaccination against smallpox 
and typhoid fever has kept us free from these diseases 
and deaths that have occurred have been due to the usual 
causes. There have been no eases of diphtheria or other 
contagions or infectious diseases. The sanitary condition 
of the institution has been far better during this period 
owing to the absence of sewage overflow that used to be 
common before the defect in the sewer was corrected. 
This at-present good health condition bids fairly to be 
come seriously endangered owing to the present over- 
crowded condition in the white male, white female and 
the colored female departments. There is no more potent 
factor in the development of tuberculosis in institutions 
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than overcrowding, with its inevitable vitiation of the air 
in the buildings and the necessarily more intimate contact 
between the inmates owing to such overcrowding. Addi- 
tional building room is, therefore, urgently needed. In 
order that a fairly clear conception may be had of the 
conditions prevailing at present in the departments above 
named, I have had a survey made of all the wards affect- 
ed. The cubic air space in each ward was ascertained and 
the number of beds in each ward recorded, each bed being 
occupied by a patient. One thousand cubic feet of air 
has been allowed to each patient in estimating the excess 
of population in each ward or section. The result is 
shown as follows:

The colored male department is the only one where suffi- 
cient room for future needs is still available. 

The need of a pathological laboratory and a pathologist 
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is very urgent. Without the help afforded by this adjunct, 
scientific work can not he engaged in. The institution 
had a pathologist once, but, owing to certaitn unfortunate 
circumstances, it was deemed best to temporarily suspend 
the appointment until a ne wand suitable laboratory 
could be erected. This building is now nearing comple- 
tion at an early date. Hence, a pathologist should be ap- 
pointed without delay. 

At the present time the State Board of Health Labora- 
tory in Jacksonville is making all our Wassermans for 
us free of charge. This manner of doing thiugs entails 
considerable loss ©f time to the patient who may be urg- 
ently in need of treatment owing to a hidden syphilis or 
some other grave condition . A week always lapses before 
we can get a report from the laboratory. Who shall say 
that a week lost may not become the turning poiut be- 
tween a curable and an incurable condition? With a 
pathologist on the ground and working in an efficiently 
equipped laboratory a diagnosis can be made in one hour 
if need be on many conditions that require immediate so- 
lution, but that cannot be so solved, because we are not 
all pathologists, 

A library for the use of the medical staff is an urgent 
need. It will no doubt come as a surprise to many per- 
sons to learn that up to a very recent time the staff mem- 
bers have been obligated to purchase their own medical 
books in order to keep abreast of the times as far as their 
salary would allow. That what books have been bought 
are not nearly adequate is shown by the appended list, 
comprising the present library : 

The American Journal of Insanity — monthly.

Only one medical periodical of general medical interest 
is received in the institution. This is received by the 
Chief Physician and paid for by him. It is hoped that au- 
thority will be given in the near future to permit the medi- 
cal staff to order such medical publications as will appeal 
to it as being needed. 

A new and efficient system of calls and telephones should 
be installed in the institution. There should be a tele- 
phone on every ward throughout the institution and the 
medical officers' desks should be provided with desk phones. 
The present absence of such facilities is a cause and means 
of much loss of time in forcing officials to personally 
search for some one at times urgently needed. The other 
advantages of having such an efficient system are too 
obvious to need amplication. 

The present sanitary condition of the kitchen leaves 
much to be desired. Most of the condition is due to the 
old range, that is in bad condition. At present and until 
a new range is bought it will be difficult to remedy the 
sanitary aspect. It is my opinion that a new kitchen 
should be built or the present one remodeled and the latest 
cooking appliances installed. This will undoubtedly be 
recommended in your report. 

A greater supply of green and fresh vegetables is also 
much desired. I venture to suggest that a competent 
gardener, one who is familiar with intensive methods of 
gardening, be employed. Such a man would be a paying 
in vestment to the institution, the patient's diet would be 
more varied, much pleasant and light work would be 
afforded to many patients, with benefit to both mind and 
body. 

The present Bystem of caring for the sick is in some re- 



spectfi cumbersome and time-wasting. It consists of the 
Receiving Hospital, where all newly committed white 
patients are admitted as well as thoae who become sick in 
the institution. The colored patients received do not 
enter the Receiving Hospital but go each into a depart- 
ment of their own. There is no suitable operating room 
in either the colored mate or female departments. Id the 
colored male department, the Supervisor's office is used as 
the operating room when an operation requiring an 
anaesthetic has to be performed. The equipment of llii« 
room consists of a folding table, that is very unsafe for 
a heavy patient, and a sterilizing outfit that has to be 
heated with gasoline. The instruments, dressings, etc., 
hare to be carried over from the Receiving Hospital, and 
then carried back after the operation. In the colored 
female department there is a suitable room without 
equipment. What equipment there is in this ^oom is 
the personal property of the Chief Physician. It con- 
sists of a sterilizer for instruments, heated with an al- 
cohol stove, a wasb stand and an examination table. 
There are no hot nor cold water facilities in it, water 
having to be carried there from the bathroom at the 
other end of the ward when needed. These conditions 
suggest to me that all newly committed patients, whether 
white or colored, and whenever any of them become sick 
after committment should be housed and received under 
the same roof, in a building so constructed as to permit 
of the proper separation of the races. The present Re- 
ceiving Hospital could be so modified at a minimum of 
expense. The general operating room could then become 
available for all patients without delay and waste of 
time and the work of caring for the sick would be ex- 
pedited with a great saving of time for other work. 

If this is not done or not considered expedient, I 
would suggest that proper Riirgtcal equipment be pur- 



chased for each department, and that the rooms set apart 
for operating rooms in the colored sick wards be equip- 
ped for the purpose for which they are intended. 

The institution Deeds a good X-ray outfit. We have 
at present what is known as high frequency coil, pur- 
chased at the cost of $300.00 some years ago. The pres- 
eut value of this outfit can be estimated best by the 
fact that $75,00 has been offered for it in exchange as 
part payment on a standard apparatus. It is not pos- 
sible to here enumerate the various uses that a proper 
and standard instrument can be used for. Suffice it 
to say that today no institution laying claim to being a 
hospital is without its up-to-date X-ray equipment. It 
is not only a valuable means of treatment, but has be- 
come the diagnostic instrument "par excellanee"' of the 
day. It is for this reason alone that the hospital needs 
an X-ray. Tuberculosis, cancers of the internal viscera, 
ulcer of the stomach, ptosis of the various abdominal 
organs, tumors within the cranial cavity, fractures and 
dislocations, foreign bodies anywhere, all these can be 
diagnosed much better and earlier with the X-ray than' 
with the older methods. Surgical conditions can be as- 
certained with certainty, whereas before an exploratory 
operation was needed to determine the condition. The 
cost of an X-ray, such as the hospital should have, will 
range between $2,500 and $3,000. I take it for granted 
that it is not above the dignity of the State of Florida to 
make such a purchase. 

Like my predecessor, I again take up the matter of the 
Nurses' Home. I know of no good reason why this in- 
stitution should not have such a building, and of several 
reasons why it should. At present, the majority of 
our attendants, are compelled to sleep in the wards. 
This entails several inconveniences that may amount to 
hardships at times. If some patients are noisy, the at- 
tendants cannot sleep until the noise subsides. When 
it is considered that this can happen night after night. 
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the reason fur sleeping qaJtrtOH away froiu the wards 
slum hi 1m* obvious. Then, again, the attendants in OMB 
ing in (»» the wards ti> ratine lo ilieir 'quartern, meat, at 
times, disturb the sleeping paUcuis, who. resent ing the 
disturhnicc. will make their displeasure known by lumlU 
complaining, and consei|Ueully disturbing the ns( of the 
ward. The attendants' <|Uiirlera also take up mock room 
thiii could lie used in relieving the overcrowding. With 
I hi- a lien dan is out oT I In- way. t he rooms could he torn 
down, ill ns opening I lie ward, wilh e onaOQt ieat belter 
ventilation nud more air.

thai are good would stick to it, perhaps indefinitely, be- 
coming more and more valuable employees as the years 
go by. The Nurses* Tlonie slionhl have- all I In* facilities 
thai afford healthy recreations and should be as home- 
like as possible. Tt in nst lie remembered Hint the in 
stitntion is located in an isolated locality, and thai the 
usual means of divertisment and amusement that every 
normal linman being craves are not to be had in rhatta 
hooch ee. 

The new Tuberculosis ward was opened on OHolier 
1. l!lir>. There is no department of the institution that 
has received more unstinted favor and admiration on 
the part of visitors in general, and on the part of insti- 
i nl ion men in particular. Many have gone so far as in 
state that this was the best Tuhercnlosis ward known 
in the States. The building is of pleasing proportions 
and architecture and fntlfils entirely the purpose for 
which it was erected. The grounds are lteantifully laid 
nut with concrete walks, and *he plots planted with trees

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and shrubbery that will make it a thing of beauty in the 
course of a few years. Benches for the use of patients 
are placed at appropriate plates, where they can eujoy 
l lie sunshine aud fresh air, they so much need for their 
condition.

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Oil* drug department is in charge of Mr. B. F. Bache, 
Pharmacist, who has very ably conducted this depart- 
ment. Mr, Hache's time is always fully occupied either 
tilling prescriptions or manufacturing from crude mate- 
rial many preparations that we use, thus saving the State 
considerable money. The purchasing of drugs is done by 
the Chief Physician, who knows what is needed and en 
(leavers to be as economical as the requirements warrant. 
It must, however, be apparent that a much greater saving 
con Id he made in the purchase of drugs and chemicals, 
and ihe various sundries needed in the drug store and in 
the hospital, if a yearly supply would he purchased 
through competitive bids. It could be ascertained with- 
out too much time being consumed what n yearly supply 
would amount to. 

The establishment of an industrial department for the 
therapeutic use of work as a possible means of recovery 
from Insanity has been requested many times by, the 
previous Chief Physicians. The institution should have 
snch a department. After the first cost of installation, 
these departments are invariably self-supporting, pro- 
vided some saleable articles are manufactured. T am in- 
formed by creditable persons that in one of the Southern 
States the industrial department has yielded an annual 
revenne of not leas than 12:000.00. Aside from this finan- 
cial revenue, the gain to the State has been less destruc- 
tion of clothing and other property by the patients, bet- 
ter hen 1th. more contentment and more recoveries.
